the Complnrenfian, the Antverp, that of Arias Mon- 


anus, ant nc Bibie of Bilhop Walton, in 
the publifhing of a!l which, the beft Manufcripts 
that could any where be found were confulted. 
From which it appeais that the Authority of this 
Place remains clear.and in fuil Force, norwith- 
ftanding the Cavils of Socinians and the over 
efficious Endeavom:s of others to overthrow it. 
But if we fhou'd give up this Texc, yet the gteat 
Doctrine contained in ic is fo plainly delivered in 
other Places of Scripture, and fhines there with 
fo bright a Luftre, thac a Man muft be guilty 
of the moft wilful Blindnefs that would avoid
